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SWIMMING POOL 


By its announcement of the appoint- 
ment of a swimming pool committee, 
the Altona Council has given an evi- 
dence of its interest. 


This will not be the first such com- 
mittee in Altona. To their credit others 
in the past have realised the need and 

endeavoured to achieve what has so far 
been found impossible. 


That is, of course, excepting the 
“smaller commercial project which with- 
in its limits, is giving excellent service. 


The proposed committee may not be 
able to take positive or active steps to 
establish a pool. It will be largely an. 
advisory body, and even in that sphere 
it may have little scope. The type and 
size of the pool and its surroundings are | 
so dependent on cost —- the final pre- 
rogative of councillors. Possible loca- 
tion areas are few but here the com- 
mittee can certainly express a concensus 
of opinion. 


It is in this aspect the committee 
will be most desirable. It can present 
an opinion of the need and urgency of 
the pool as it appears to its members. 


To the extent that the committee is re- 
presentative, it will be a cross section of 
Altona opinion. 


In recent years at least, the claims 
‘of a swimming pool have been advanced. 
!f it is to correctly assess the fitness of 
a pool for Altona the Council must first 
be assured that not only those. who have 
spoken for.a pool but the great majo- 
rity of:Altona pedple are in favour'— of 
the pool and all that that implies. 


The Council then must give every 
opportunity .for the committee to be 
fully representative. A gathering from 
all the various parts of Altona covering 
different organizations and age groups 
will make obvious to the Council a 
general interest in the proposal. If that 
“general interest further develops into - 
general support, the councillors will 
have received a definite indication so 
necessary before the first positive steps 
can be taken, ;

The 
husband’s bring-home pay 
is $39.00. The only water 
in the house is a slow 
drip from the tap in the 
kitchen. This slowly fills 
ene milk bottle after an- 
other. Water for _ the 
laundry is obtained by a 
hose from the cistern of 
the toilet which is outside, 
as all-other pipes are cor- 
roded. We have called 
many times to assist them, 
and the house is always 
spotless, and the children 
are well cared for. The 
new kaby is due in Octo- 
er, though ¢ 
mother has not visited the 
Hospital to be examined, 
or make booking arrange- 
ments. The point we wish 
to make is_that we know 
there is a Housing and Ac- 
commodation Advisory Offi- 
cer in the Immigration 
Department especially to 
help these people, and they

From 
his experience, Beckton said 
he knew the liqueurs to be 
illicity. manufactured. He 
said Mr, Pulcini admitted 
owning the liqueurs and told 
him he had brought bottles 
of spirits home from his 
place of employment, the 
Sugar Works, and Mrs. Pul- 
cini made the liqueurs from 
3 or 4 bottles of spirit. 

Beckton interviewed Mrs. 
Pulcini who said she made 
the liqueurs with — spirit, 
water, sugar and essences. 
By the number of bottles, 
Beckton suggested the cou- 
ple intended selling them, 
but Mrs. Pulcini: alleged 
they were only for her hus- 
band and herself to drink. 

Basil Beliby, Government 
chemist, gave evidence of 
analysing the contents of 5 
bottles. Three contained li- 
jueurs, varying in strength 
tom 38 to 67 per cent proof. 
One bottle of colourless spi- 
rit was 163 per cent proof 
and another 155.5 per cent 
Proof, 

Asked for an explanation, 
defendants said they were 
making the liqueurs for 
Christmas and ‘were very 
sorry they had done any- 
thing wrong, 

Mrs. Pulcini was fined 
$30 with $12 costs and 
Guerirno Pulcini $30 with 
$12 costs for possessing the 
liqueurs and $10 with $12 
costs on the second charge.

Of course, patient care is 
our first consideration. It is 
essential that our standards 
in this area be maintained 
and improved whenever and 
wherever possible. With 
ever-rising costs and with 
a hospital building that is 
inadequate in size for Al- 
tona’s current population, it 
is a constant challenge to 
both Board and staff mem- 
bers to achieve this object- 
ive. 

During the year -under 
review the Board prepared 
plans to enlarge -and im- 
prove the present hospital. 
The plan provides for a new 
maternity wing and new 
amenities block comprising 
kitchen, nurses’ dining room, 
offices, additional bathrooms, 
etc. The bed capacity was 
to be increased from 20 to 
34. The Board feels that 
with the growth of the Shire 
of Altona the present faci- 
lities are inadequate.

With these facts in mind, 
a_ deputation consisting of 
Vice President. R. Stringer,

The Secretary of the Com- 
mission, Mr. F. W. Cremean, 
exolained that Government 
policy dogs not allow for 
any further expansion of 
the smaller district hospi- 
tals in_ the metropolitan 
area.

_ In summary, therefore, it 
is the Board of Manage 
ment’s broad _ contention 
that there is a definite im- 
mediate need to increase 
the size and facilities of 
the existing hospital as out- 
lined previously to cope 
with the community's needs 
-of today and for those in 
the medium future until the 
major Altona North Hospital 
is built. The existing hos- 
pital could then become an 
aftercare or geriatric unit 
for which its seaside loca- 
tion is ideally suited. While 
- current government policy 
apparently precludes _ the 
. Hospital and Charities Com- 
mission from agreeing to 
this plan we believe it is 
necessary for the commu- 
nity’s good to continue to 
press towards this goal. 

The needs of hospitalisa- 
tion in Altona are growing. 
Tt is obvious that as capa- 
city is reached in the Al 
tona hospital more and more 
people will find accommoda- 
tion in other suburbs. That 
is, until a major hospital is 
built in Altona. The most 
that can possibly be said 
is that a hospital of at least 
200 beds is envisaged. When 
it will be built is indefinite. 

A new appeal has_ been 
made to the Hospital and 
Charities Commission to im- 
prove the facilities and in- 
crease the number of beds 
in the present hospital to 
meet the growth of the dis- 
trict until the new hosoital 
can be built at Altona 
North site. 

A meeting was held “‘on
